T975, Cesar Chavez, United Farm Workers Union, President, 
addressed a rally and fiesta at the Merced County Fair- 
grounds on August 10, 1975. This rally and fiesta was 
attended by approximately 1,200 persons, and they were 
predominantly farm workers. Chavez stated that the united 
Farm Workers Union now has a better chance to challenge 
Teamsters Union contracts because they have been granted 
access to Gallo winery ranches in Modesto, California, 
and Livingston, California. 

Chavez spoke entirely in Spanish and the speech 
that he gave was reportedly basically the same one he had 
been giving during the course of a 1,000 mile walk through 
California. 

A Merced Police Department permit for this 
gathering was issued for the fairgrounds from 1:00 p.m. to 
7:00 p.m. The band refused to stop pl aying at 7:00_p.m. 1 
and T'crced, California Police Serp.eantJ 
declared the gathering at the fairgrounds illegal arter 
the 7:00 p.m. deadline and ordered the crowd * to Disperse. 
Cesar Chavez mounted the fairground bandstand and ordered 
the band to continue playing. Chavez told Serr.cant J 
that the gathering was a private party and the officers 
had no right to break it up. After Chavez ordered the 
band to continue, electrical connections for the musical 
instruments were discontinued and police reinforcements 
were called to the fairgrounds to disperse the crowd. 
During the time the crowd was being dispersed at the 
fairgrounds, police officers received notification that 
approximately 60 to 70 United Farm Workers were gathering 
and demonstrating in the lobby of the Merced Police 
Department. During this time, a brick was thrown into 
a window at the Police Station and, in addition, a glass 
door was broken.

17,000 acres of lettuce 
owned by How apd operated by Dud Antle, Inc. have been struck by farm workers seek- 
inq decent wanes and workinq conditions as well as protection fny dangerous oestl- 
cides. Antle is the world's second lamest lettuce shinper; Dow '-roduces many of 
the deadly pesticides the farm workers want outlawed or nut under control. This 
produces a powerful bloc with which to b"eak a strike amonq r»nor farm workers. Dow 
nrovides Antle with all his wrappers, boxes, and chemicals and lots of money. As a 
result Dow virtually controls Antle. 

To breafTthe farm workers' strike, Antle secured an injunction to prohibit the ' 
union, the United Farm Workers Ornanizin" Committee, from pickettinq, leaflettinq, 
or talkinq to his employees. A similar injunction prohibits the union from boycott- 
inq Bud Antle products and in fact orders Cesar Chavez, union director, to public- 
ly announce that neonle should buy Bud Antle oroducts. Chavez has refused and so 
has been summoned to court December 4th to show cause whv he should not immediately 
be imorisoned for contempt of court. 

Dow has created a showdown with the farm workers who are tryino to defend their 
rinhts as men. They are-readv. Support the farm workers in thi»ir liberation struggle 
aqainst corporate aqr i -business .
